USD A Causes Hike 
In Consumer Prices

WASHINGTON—Employes of the Department of Agriculture re­ 
cently received a jarring ex ample of what the Administration’s 
multi-Milton dollar farm “ program” has meant to the consumer. 
Upon entering the department cafeteria for lunch, they were 
greeted with small cards ex plaining that sharp increases in the 
wholesale cost of food had necessitated additional 
hikes in cafeteria prices. And now Congress con­ 
siders an Administration farm hill that will raise 
food prices even higher. The bill would Impose 
new tax es on wheat users and increase the price 
of bread hv two cents a loaf. 
The bread tax would, ironically, hurt most 
those fam ilies least able to pay higher prices. A 
department of Agriculture study shows that pov- 
erri-incom e families use far more bread than 
middle • and upper-income families. 
The bill now under congressional considera­ 
tion has been assailed by Republican mem bers 
of the House Agriculture Committee. Basically, 
the legislation ex tends subsidy programs for another four years, 
adding ex pensive ex tras, but doing little to cut surpluses or boost 
real farm income. 
The evidence Is overwhelming, moreover, that federal “ solu­ 
tions" have only aggravated the farm problem. There Is now one 
federal farm employe for even- 32 farms and the department of 
Agriculture spends almost $8 billion a year. Yet: 
Farm ers are getting only 37 cents of the consumer price dollar, 
down five cents from a decade ago. 
Farm ers are losing more money than ever before. One out of 
every three farmers suffered a net loss in 1963 as farm debt hit 
aa all-time record of $36 billion, equal to the entire federal budget 
ti 1948. 
The parity ratio has slumped to 75 per cent, the lowest point 
since the Great Depression. 
Yet the consumer's bill continues to grow — both In federal 
ex penditures and at the market place. Since I960, costs of the rice 
program have increased $12.4 million: wheat program, $18.1 mil­ 
ló n : feed grains program, $554.3 million: cotton program, $304.4 
ind the peanut program. 115.3 million. 
A report Issued by GOP farm ex perts reveals that Agriculture 
Secretary Orville Freem an last year spent $2 biliion to raise total 
farm Income only $900 million above its 1960 level. Freem an's lat­ 
est four-year plan should cost the tax payers another $18.6 billion. 
But criticism of the farm program Is not confined to Republi­ 
cans. Rep. E. C. Lathings, Arkansas Democrat, termed ridiculous 
pending legislation that would permit some farm ers to ex pand cot­ 
ton acreag e while others are being paid to reduce it.

Special Care for 
W ool Sweaters 


While many wo men do appreci­ 
ate the co nv enience o f laundering 
their classic sweaters by ma­ 
chine, they are understandably 
reluctant to 
subject a 
highly - 
sty led and ex pensiv e sweater o f 
any fiber to this o peratio n. Intri­ 
cate stitches can be pulled o ut 
o f line; trimmings may be to o 
delicate fo r machine agitatio n; 
the wro ng thread, binding o r lin­ 
ing co uld cause hav o c. In the 
lo ng run, maehine-washability can 
be o nly as efficient as the care 
giv en the garment. 


Hand-washing a wo o l sweater 
is no mo re inv o lv ed, time-co n­ 
suming o r risky than sudsing o ut 
lingerie and sto ckings. Use co o l 
water and gentle so ap and wash 
with a squeezing metho d; av o id­ 
ing nibbing and ro ugh handling. 
No blo cking is necessary if this 
metho d is fo llo wed. Simply press 
o ut ex cess mo isture with a thick 
to wel, spread o n ano ther to wel 
to dry , lightly finger-pressing the 
seams in line.

hav e a tendency to thin o ut and 
beco me limp with frequent wash­ 
ings, naturally resilient wo o ls are 
co nstantly renewed by launder­ 
ing, fluffing up to a so fter-than- 
new thickness each time.
